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Remarks 

The specification has been amended to clarify discrepancies regarding the designation of 
SEQ ID Nos. 21 and 22. The amendments to the specification are of formal nature, and do not 
add new matter. 

Sequence Rule Compliance 
Along with the present Amendment, Applicants file a Sequence Listing in paper copy and 
computer readable form along with a statement that the two versions are the same, and do not 
add new matter to the specification. The entry of the Sequence Listing, which is in full 
compliance with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.821 through 1.825, is respectfully requested. 
A copy of the "Notice to Comply" is returned with the present Amendment. The specific issues 
raised by the Examiner are addressed as follows. 

(1) The Examiner noted that under 37 CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) "each sequence disclosed must 
appear separately in the 'Sequence Listing' and in the text of the description and claims," and 
suggested that the present application does not comply with the requirement. The Applicants 
respectfully disagree and point out that the present application does comply with the requirement 
and that each sequence disclosed in the Sequence Listing is also disclosed in the text of the 
application. For the Examiner's convenience, sequence designations in the text are as follows:

(2) The Examiner noted that "it is also unclear what SEQ ID Nos: 18-20 represent." The 
Applicants respectfully disagree and point out that SEQ ID No. 18 clearly represents GFRa3- 
IgG as disclosed on page 54, line 36, SEQ ED No. 19 represents gD-GFRa2-Rse-gD as disclosed 
on page 55, line 34, and SEQ ID NO. 20 represents gD-GFRa3-Rse-gD as disclosed on page 56, 
line 15. 

(3) The representation of SEQ ID Nos: 21-22 on page 7, line 36 was found by the Examiner to 
be inconsistent with the representation of SEQ ID Nos: 21-22 on pages 49 and 51. The 
representation of SEQ ID Nos: 21-22 on page 7, line 36 has been removed, leaving the 
appropriate representation of SEQ ID Nos: 21-22 on pages 49 and 51, respectively. 

Attached hereto is a marked-up version of the changes made to the claims by the current 
amendment.
